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REMARKS 

Applicant submits these remarks in response to the Office Action dated January 7, 2005 
("Office Action"). 

New corrected drawings are provided to be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d). 
Claims 1-17 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-7, 10-12, and 17 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), as being 
anticipated by Morivama . Applicant traverses this rejection, as at very least, Morivama fails to 
disclose "attaching at least three linear actuators rigidly to said metrology frame such that the at least 
three linear actuators are parallel but not in the same plane.'* Although Moriavama teaches an 
ultra-precision two-dimensional moving apparatus, Applicant's invention teaches the use of at least 
three linear actuators rigidly attached to a metrology frame, with the at least three linear actuators being 
parallel, but located in different planes. By locating the actuators in different planes, Applicant's 
invention enables highly accurate positioning in three dimensions. 

The Examiner rejected claims 8, 9, and 13-16 as being unpatentable over Moriyama in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 3,926,062 (Neff) . In view of the amendments to the claim, Applicant 
respectfully asserts that the claims are patentable over the cited references. 

For all the reasons listed above and more, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Examiner withdraw the rejections of claims 1-17.
